Stanley’s tes­ 
timony, which carried over into 
the afternoon session, included a 
statement that his client* were 
willing to agree to any reasonable 
changes. 
Provisions of the cyanamid bid, 
which would sell at cost 50,000 
horsepower, to the Union Carbide 
company for operation of a carbide 
plant 
at 
Muscle 
Shoals, 
were 
sharply criticized by the former 
senator. The power, he declared, 
would be turned over “to an ad­ 
mitted trust and monopoly which 
makes but one thing and makes it 
for the 
steel 
trust—-something 
to cheapen chrome steel.’ 
Asserting that power remain­ 
ing after manufacture of fertili­ 
zer rightly belongs to the South, 
Stanley said the committee did not 
appear to realize that under the 
cyanamid bid, “you are leasing 
five sevenths of the power to the 
carbide company.”

Others will be scheduled later.

each of these 
schools 
many topics of interest to poultry- 
men will be discussed in a prac­ 
tical way. The purposes are to en­ 
courage more and better poultry 
production throughout Alabama. 
The county agents, men and wo­ 
men, will be in charge of each of 
these schools and other local peo­ 
ple will take part. In addition to 
the county workers, the district 
demonstration 
agents, 
men and 
women; will attend as many meet­ 
ings as they can and rauch of the 
instruction will be given by Mr.

The Daily realizes fully that nothing can be 
gained by newspaper controversy. 
The citizen* 
of Morgan county will weigh the issue* involved 
In this movement and arrive at their own decision, 
without particular aid either from The Enter­ 
prise or The Daily. Thi* newspaper realize* also 
that, in taking cognizance of these articles. The 
Daily merely is giving them the benefit of 
its 
large circulation. 
At the same time, The Daily cannbt re*i*t the 
temptation to refute the implied imputation of 
sonic of these articles, even though The Daily’s 
reply may gain nothing beyond carrying the 
Hartselle message into a great many mor» homes 
than it would have reached otherwise. 
Under a heading “Property Values aad the 
New Courthouse,” the Enterprise advances the 
absurd argument that maintenance of a court - 
house here to too expensive. “The fact that the 
county owns this valuable property in Decatur 
Is the best of reason# why the courthouse should 
be built in Hartselle and not on the old site,” to 
the Enterprise’s naive reasoning.” At the 
rate 
asked for the small additional tract of land that 
will be needed, should the courthouse be rebuilt 
at the former location, it is estimated by compe­ 
tent authorities that the courthouse 
block 
is 
worth $105,000. This land is altogether too valu­ 
able to be used for courthouse purposes.” 
The 
Enterprise appears oblivious to the fact that its 
reasoning, if pursued to 
the bitter end, would 
place the courthouse on some abandoned farm, 
miles from any other settlement, 
because 
of 
economy. 
Fortunately courthouses are main­ 
tained as a matter of convenience and safety for 
•the people of a county, not a* a matter of mone­ 
tary saving. 
Possibly Jefferson county might 
be persuaded to remove her courthouse to some 
obscure mining town if the members of the Jef­ 
ferson county board of revenue will but read the 
Enterprise. Think of the money Jefferson coun­ 
ty could save. 
If the question of money i* to 
predominate and the question of convenience and 
service for the public to be ignored, would it not 
be wise to consider the high cost of ground in 
Washington, D. C.? 
In its second article, the Enterprise hints that 
Morgan county should place the courthouse in 
Hartselle because, if the $25,000,000 bond issue 
is voted for roads, this county can use its funds 
to build highways to and from that city. Natural­ 
ly this action would be a highly desirable one 
from a Hartselle point of view. Quite naturally 
also, the Enterprise says nothing of the present 
county roads leading to and from Hartselle, built 
and maintained with Morgan county funds, of 
which the first commissioners district contri­ 
buted approximately 60 per cent. 
“Decatur, and the former courthouse vote” is 
the title of a particularly nasty effusion of the 
Enterprise. In this article, the Enterprise makes 
the following thinly veiled attack: ‘‘A city that 
is so backward, so non-progressive, that in a 
period reaching over 36 years hhs made no gain, 
but actually lost, in voting strength, is certainly 
not a fit location for the seat of government of 
a progressive community such as Morgan county.” 
These charges are contained in the same article 
which quotes the vote cast in the election of May 
18, 1891. The Daily, begs iqave to ask the editor 
of the Enterprise (who, it will be recalled, hasn’t 
lived in Morgan county so very long) if his state­ 
ment goes only for Decatur, or if his dirty insinu

The Daily doesn’t believe that 
the 
places 
named in the above list are lacking in progress, 
or are “backward” regardless of what the En­ 
terprise might suggest. 
The Doily doesn’t be­ 
lieve that the list contains all of the precincts 
HWhlch may have lost votes; it doesn’t even guar­ 
antee the exactness of either the 1891 figures or 
those of the 1926 primary. It merely prints them 
as they came from the Enterprise and from the 
election officials in the recent democratic fight. 
The Enterprise also declares: “At no election 
since that of May 18, 1891 has Decatur been able 
to poll as many as 600 votes.” 
That statement is in orror and, without proof 
to the contrary, The Daily accredits the Enter- . 
prise with making the error unintentionally. 
On the same date that Decatur cast 659 bal­ 
lots, press reports to The Daily stated Hartselle 
polled 144 ballots.
